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The Bagle Stamdard

The reproduction of the Exgle Standard made especially for the LIVING HISTORY ASSOCIA T. TON, ; 
Box 578, Wilaingtoa, Vermont 05363 to bring about 2 better understanding of our past, and the people who lived it. 


During the earliest days of our 
country, the situation regarding 
Flags was much different than it is 
today. After 1777 and the adoption 
by Congress of the Stars aad 
Stripes, there were three basic 
“sub-designs” used fordifferent. Ate Ne SS renes spas 
Purposes, the ¢4irteea stripes AL-- SURES: - ree 
used quite unofficially as a se 
' “Merchant Flag”, the design 
authorized by Congress on June 
14th, 1777 and often refered to as 
the Mariae Flag used by our Navy. oe aie 
and the Staadard of the Uatted oe Icha ba es Ok Pn ae ss Ee ee 
estes, wlilized primarily.at thie her "f'n | ante ds Leyes | bia bee ois eS 
Sining by the army. It is this 
design that is the subject of this 
short treatise. 

In 1782, after much debate and 
many suggestions, the US. Cong- 
ress adopted the Great Sea/ or Cost 
of Arms, which is still basically 
the same today (and which can be 
found on the reverse side of the 
one dollar bill). This design 
features the Bald Eagle holdinga 
shield camposed of 13 pales 
(vertical stripes) representing the 
States anda blue cAsef (the 
upper third of the United States’ 
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shield) representing Congress and. io 
the talons of the Eagle, a bundle of 
'. arrows and some olive branches 
representing the authority of Congress 
in matters of Peace and War. 

During the Revolutionary War. 
Washington corresponded on many 
occasions with the Board of War 
regarding Lhe stanavardof the U. States, 
but it was not until 1783 that such 
h Standards were supplied to the army. 
The actual design of these Standards is 
mot explicitly stated in the 
correspondence but can be infered 
from other sources. The New York 
Historical Society possesses a home- 
spun flag that is hand sewen and 
features a hand-painted Eagle re- 
putedly of Revolutionary Vintage 
(Figure 1). Although this flag has no 
authenticated history associated with 
it, it is similar in its details and con- 
struction to probably date from this 
period. 

A Silk Standard of 13 white and red 
stripes with an Eagle Canton is in the 
possession of Independence Hal! in 
Philadelphia (Figure 4). It’s tradition 
states that it was presented by Con gress 
to General Philip John Schuyler at the 
close of the Revolutionary War, prob- 
ably sometime shortly after 1782. 


‘3 CAPTIS AVT CAZES 
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A Medal presented in 1790 to 
General Daniel Morgan in honor of 
the victory at Cowpens, in 1781, 
shows three Eagle Standards 
(Figure 3). 

By far the most important 
evidence of the usage of this design 
by the army comes from tse 
Soctety of Clactaanatis, the 
association of Continental Officiers 
formed in 1783. The Socisty’s 
Diploma shows an Eagle Standard 
held by a warrior (detail, Fig. 2). 
Later, in 1786, the Society adopted 
The Standard of the Society, of stk, 
imitating the Standard af the 
Tatled States having thirteca 
blue 22d white stripes alternats; 2 
the upper corner of which to be 
patated the bald sagle. 

Other sources alse show 
variations of this design. Charies 
Wilson Peale, who served as a 
captain in the Revolutionary War, 
painted many portraits during the 
war and some of these show this 
flag. Specifically, a portrait of 
Lieutenant Colonel Samuel Smith of 
the Maryland Militia (in possession 
of Independence Hall) and a large 
group portrait (now in the State 
House at Annapolis) showing 
Washington, Lafayette, and Colonel 
Teoch Tilghman at Yorktown. 

A famous drawing by J. F. 
Renault of the surrender at York- 
town, made sometime before 1824, 
shows an Eagle Flag. 

After the Revolutionary War, 
this design became an unofficial

sovernment flag used to represent 
the soverign nature of these States. 
Even on ships, where the stars sad 
stripesusually was supreme, the Eagle 
flag could be found on official 
holidays and on forts and installations 
representing the United States around 
the world. (See Fig. 5, detail of a 
painting by Jonathan Budington of the 
Ceaazoa House sad Wharf painted 
probably in 1812. Note the huge flag 
over the fort bears 17 stripes.) 

Eagle Flags became quite popular 
during the period from c. 1800 until 
the Civil War. Many examples can be 
cited: the flag used by General John 
Fremont. té4o pathfiader of the west, 
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which subCituted a calumet or peace 
pipe for the olive branches so that the 
Indians could understand the 
symbolism: many of the regimental 
flags used in the Mexican War were 
Eagle Standards; during the Civil War, 
Northern troops frequently fought 
under Eagle Standards, many of which 
are still preserved. 

It was not until 1912, actually, when 
the Executive Department first issued 
specifications detailing the exact 
design for United States Flags that this 
emblem finally fell out of use. 

It is regretable that this beautiful 
Flag design has recieved so little 
attention over the last few decades. 





How long will my Flag last? 


The life of a Flag depends on a great many factors: type of materials, method of 
construction, method of display, length of time exposed to high winds or pollutants, or the 
type of care you give your Flag, to mame just a few. Flags should not be expected to have 
a long life if they are put up and left flying indefinitely. Also, if you neglect to repair the 
fly end as scon as it shows the slightest sign of fraying, your flag will have a much 
shorter life. A flag, being made of fabric, which after all is a sormewhat impermanent 
medium, needs special care. Mever fold it wet; wash il as you would your regular 
laundry when it gets soiled and then thoroughly: dry it. : 

Mylon lasts two to three times longer than Cotton or Wool and, in addition, is easier 
to keep clean. It does not have the disadvantages of natural fibers (susceptibility to insect 
damage and a high weight-to-area ratic) and it dries very quickly. It does, however, 
suffer more when exposed to long periods of intense direct sunlight. In addition tn fading, 
ultraviolet rays in large concentraliun tend tn weaken nylon fibers and, as usually 
happens, they “shatter” at some poinl, typically in a high wind. 

Petroleum products are very injurious to flag fabrics. Keep your flag away from 
gasoline and oil and never handle it with greasy hands. Mever store flags in an unvented 
area with cleaning compounds, waxes, maintenance and janitorial chemicals; these 
compounds and chemicals can literally “eat” your flag. Rust and scale from a poorly 
maintained flag pole can also affect your flag. Permanent stains can result and rust 
(metallic oxides) actually “eats” holes in fabric.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES— 
1787. 


We tre peorte of the United States, in Order to form 
a more perfect Union, establish Justice, insure do- 
mestic Tranquility, provide for the common de- 
fence, promote the general Welfare, and secure the 
Blessings of Liberty to ourselves and our Poster- 
ity, do ordain and establish this constitution for 
the United States of America. 


ARTICLE. I. 


Section. 1. <All legislative Powers herein grant- 
ed shall be vested in a Congress of the United States, 
which shall consist of a Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives. 

Section. 2. The House of Representatives shall 
be composed of Members chosen every second Year 
by the People of the several States, and the Electors 
in each State shall have the Qualifications requisite 
for Electors of the most numerous Branch of the 
State Legislature. 

No Person shall be a Representative who shall not 
have attained to the Age of twenty-five Years, and 
heen seven Yeurs a Citizen of the United States, and 
who shall not, when elected, be an Inhabitant of that 
State in which he shall be chosen. 


3 (Representatives and direct Taxes shall be appore 
tioned among the several States which may be included 
within this Union, according to their respective Num- 
hers, which shall be determined by adding to the whole 
Number of free Persons, including those bound to Ser- 
vice for a Term of Years, and excluding Indians not 
tuxed, three fifths of all other Persons.|) ‘The actual 
Enumeration shall be made within three Years after 
the first Meeting of the Congress of the United States, 
and within every subsequent ‘Term of ten Yeurs, in 
such Manner as they shall by Law direct. ‘The Num- 
ber of Representatives shall not exceed one for every 
thirty Thousand, but cach State shall have at Least 
one Representative; and until such enumeration shall 
he made, the State of New Hampshire shall be entitled 
tochuse three, Massachusetts eight, Rhode-Tsland and 
Providence Plantations one, Connecticut five, New- 
York six, New Jersey four, Pennsylvania cight, Dela- 
ware onc, Maryland six, Virginia ten, North Carolina 
five, South Carolina five, and Georgia three. 

4When vacancies happen in the Representation 
from uny State, the Executive Authority thereof shall 
issue Writs of Election to fill such Vacancies. 

$The House of Representatives shall chuse their 
Speaker and other Officers; and shall have the sole 
Power of [mpeachment. 

Section. 3. "The Senate of the United States shall 
be composed of two Senators from each State, chosen 
by the Legislature thereof, for six Years; and each 
Senator shall have one Vote. 

Immediately after they shall be assembled in Con- 
sequence of the first Election, they shall be divided as 
equally as may beinto three Classes. The Seats of the 


Senators of the first Class shall be vacated at the Ex- 
piration of the second year, of the second Class at the 
Expiration of the fourth Year, and of the third Class 
at the Expiration of the sixth Year, so that one-third 
may be chosen every second Year; and if Vacancies 
happen by Resignation, or otherwise, during the Re- 
cess of the Legislature of any State, the Executive 
thereof may make temporary Appointments until the 
next Meeting of the Legislature, which shall then fill 
such Vacancies. 

+ No Person shall be a Senator who shall not have at- 
tained to the Age of thi[r]ty Years, and been nine Years 
a Citizen of the United States, and who shall nol, when 
elected, be an Inhabitant of that State for which he 
shall be chosen. 


‘The Vice President of the United States shall be 
President of the Senate, but shall have no Vote, unless 
they be equally divided. 

5 The Senate shall chuse their other Officers, and 
also a President pro tempore, in the Absence of the 
Vice President, or when he shall exercise the Office of 
President of the United States, 

§ The Senate shall have the sole Power to try all Im- 
peachments. When sitting for that Purpose, they 
shall be on Oath or Affirmation. When the President 
of the United States is tried, the Chief Justice shall pre- 
side: And no Person shall be convicted without the 
Concurrence of two thirds of the Members present, 

7 Judgment in Cases of Impeachment shall not ex- 
tend further than to removal from Office, and dis- 
qualification to hold and enjoy any Office of honor, 
Trust or Profit under the United States: but the Party 
convicted shall nevertheless be liable and subject to 


* Indictment, Trial, Judgment and Punishment, accord- 
ing to Law. 

Section. 4. 'The Times, Places and Manner of 
holding Elections for Senators and Representatives, 
shall be prescribed in cach State by the Leyisluture 
thereof; but the Congress may at any time by Law 
make or alter such Regulations, except us to the Places 
of chusing Senators. 

? The Congress shall assemble at least once in every 
Year, and such Meeting shall be on the first Monday 
in December, unless they shall hy Law appoint a 
different Day. 

Section. 5. ' Each House shall be the Judge of the 
Elections, Returns and Qualifications of itsown Mem- 
bers, anda Majority of each shall constitute a Quorum 
to do Business; but a smaller Number may adjourn 
from day to day, and may be authorized to compel the 
Attendance of absent Members, in such Manner, and 
under such Penaltics as each House may provide. 

* Each House may determine the Rules of its Pro- 
ceedings, punish its Members for disorderly Behavior, 
and, with the Concurrence of two thirds, expel o 
Member. 

> Each House shall keep a Journal of its Proccedings, 
and from time to time publish the same, excepting 
such Parts as may in their Judgment require Seerecy; 
and the Yeas and Naysof the Members of either Tlouse 
onany question shall, at the Desire of one &fth of those 
present, be entered on the Journal. 

‘Neither House, during the Session of Congress, 
shall, without the Consent of the other, adjourn for 
more than three days, nor to any other Placc than thet 
in wh'ch the two Houses shall be sitting. 


Section. 6. 'The Senators and Representatives 
shall receive a Compensation for their Services, to be 
ascertained by Luw, and paid out of the Treasury of 
the United States. ‘They shall in all Cases, except 
Treason, Felony and Breach of the Peace, be privileged 
from Arrest during their Attendance at the Session of 
their respective Houses, and in going to and returning 
from the same; and for any Speech or Debate in either 
House, they shall not be questioned in any other Place. 

*No Senator or Representative shall, during the 
Time for which he was elected, be appointed to any 
civil Oflice under the Authority of the United States, 
which shall have been created, or the Emoluments 
whereof shall have been encreased during such time; 
and no Person holding any Office under the United 
States, shall be a Member of either House during his 
Continuance in Office. 

Section. 7, ‘All Bills for raising Revenue shall 
originate in the House of Representatives; but the 
Senate may propose or concur with Amendments as on 
other Bills. 





* Every Bill which shall have passed the House of 
Representatives and the Senate, shall, before it be- 
come u Luw, he presented to the President of the 
United States; If he approve he shall sign it, but if not 
he shall return it, with his Objections to that House in 
which it shull have originated, who shall enter the Ob- 
jections ut large on their Journal, and proceed to re- 
consider it, If after such Reconsideration two thirds 
of that House shali agrce to pass the Bill, it shall be 
sent, together with the Objections, to the other Iouse, 
by whic it shall likewise be reconsidered, and it ap- 
nroved by two thirds of that House, it shall become a 


Law. Butin all such Cases the Votes of both Houses 
shall be determined by Yeas and Nays, and the Names 
of the Persons voting for and against the Bill shall be 
entered on the Journal of each House respectively. If 
any Bill shall not be returned by the President within 
ten Days (Sundays excepted) ufter it shall have been 
presented to him, the Same shall be a Law, in like 
Manner as if he had signed it, unless the Congress by 
their Adjournment prevent its Return, in which Case 
it shall not be a Law. 

3Every Order, Resolution, or Vote to which the 
Concurrence of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives may be necessary (except on a question of Ad- 
journment) shall be presented to the President of the 
United States; and before the Same shall tuke Effect, 
shall beapproved by him, or being disapproved by him, 
shall be repassed by two thirds of the Senate and 
House of Representatives, according to the Rules and 
Limitations preseribed in the Case of a Bill. 

Section. 8. ' The Congress shall have Power To 
lay and collect Taxes, Duties, Imposts and Excises, to 
pay the Debts and provide for the common Defence 
and general Welfare of the United States; but all Du- 
tics, Imposts and Excises shall be uniform throughout 
the United States; 

*To borrow Money on the credit of the United 
States; 

3 To regulate Commerce with foreign Nations, and 
among the several States, and with the Indian Tribes; 

4To establish an uniform Rule of Naturalization, 
and uniform Laws on the subject of Bankruptcies 
throughout the United States; 

$‘To coin Money, regulate the Value thereof, and of 


foreign Coin, and fix the Standard of Weights and 
Measures; 

*'To provide for the Punishment of counterfeiting 
the Securities and current Coin of the United States; 

7 To establish Post Offices and post Roads; 

* Topromote the Progress of Science and useful Arts, 
by securing for limited ‘Times to Authors and Inven- 
tors the exclusive Right to their respective Writings 
and Discoveries; 

*To constitute Tribunals inferior to the supreme 
Court; 

e'To define and punish Piracies and Felonies com- 
mitted on the high Seas, and Offences against the Law 
of Nations; 

*!T > declare War, grant Letters of Marque and Re- 
prisal, and make Rules concerning Captures on Land 
and Water; 

'2To raise and support Armies, but no Appropria- 
tion of Moncey to that Use shall be for a longer Term 
than two Years; 

*STo provide and maintain a Navy; 

"*#To make Rules for the Government and Regula- 
tion of the land and naval Forces; 

*s To provide for culling forth the Militia to execute 
the Laws of the Union, suppress Insurrections and 
repel Invasions; 

*6‘To provide for organizing, arming, and disciplin- 
ing, the Militia, and for governing such Part of them 
as may be employed in the Service of the United States, 
reserving to the States respectively, the Appointment 
of the Officers, and the Authority of training the Mili- 
tia according to the discipline prescribed by Congress;

whatsoever, over such District (not exceeding ten 
Miles square) as may, by Cession of particular States, 
and the Acceptance of Congress, become the Seat of 
the Government of the United States, and to exercise

Same shall be, for the Erection of Forts, Magazines, 
Arsenals, dock-Yards, and other needful Buildings;

‘To make all Laws which shall be necessary and 
proper for carrying into Execution the foregoing Pow- 
ers, and all other Powers vested by this Constitution 
in the Government of the United States, or in any 
Department or Officer thereof. 

Section. 9. ‘The Migration or Importation of such 
Persons as any of the States now existing shall think 
proper to admit, shall not be proh‘bited by the Con- 
gress prior to the Year one thousand eight hundred 
and cight, but a Tax or duty may he imposed on 
such Importation, not exceeding ten dollars for each 
person. 

* The Privilege of the Writ of Habeas Corpus shall 
not be suspended, unless when in Cases of Rebellion or 
Invasion the public Safety may require it. 

No Bill of Attainder or expost facto Law shall be 
passed. 

‘No Capitation, or other direct, tax shall he laid, 
unless in Proportion to the Census or Enumeration 
herein before directed to be taken. 

$ No Tax or Duty shali he laid on Articles exported 
from any State. 

* No Preference shall be given by any Regulation of 
Commerce or Revenue to the Ports of one State over 


those of another: nor shall Vessels bound to, or from, 
one State, be obliged to enter, clear, or pay Duties 
in another. 

7No Money shall be drawn from the Treasury, but 
in Consequence of Appropriations made by Law; and 
a regular Statement and Account of the Receipts and 
Expenditures of all public Money shall be published 
from time to time. 

* No Title of Nobility shall be granted hy the United 
States: And no Person holding any Office of Profit or 
Trust under them, shall, without the Consent of the 
Congress, accept of any present, Emolument, Office, or 
Title, of any kind whatever, from any King, Prince, or 
foreign State. 

Section. 10. ' No State shall enter into any Trea- 
ty, Alliance, or Confederation; grant Letters of 
Marque or Reprisal; coin Money; emit Bills of Credit; 
make any Thing but gold and silver Coin a Tender 
in Payment of Debts; pass any Bill of Attainder, ex 
post facto Law, or Luw impairing the Obligation of 
Contructs, or grant any Title of Nobility. 

? No State shall, without the Consent of the Con- 
gress, lay any dmposts or Duties on imports or Ex- 
ports, except what may be absolutely necessary for ex- 
ecuting it’sinspection Laws: and the net Produce of all 
Duties and Imposts, laid by any State on Imports or 
Exports, shall be for the Use of the Treasury of the 
United States; and all such Laws shall be subject to the 
Revision and Controul of the Congress. 

3 No State shall, without the Consent of Congress, 
lay any Duty of Tonnage, keep Troops, or Ships of 
War in time of Peace, enter into any Agreement or 
Compact with another State, or with a foreign Power, 


or engage in War, unless actually invaded, or in auch 
imminent Danger as will not admit of delay. 


ARTICLE. IT. 


Section. 1. * The executive Power shall be vested 
in a President of the United States of America. He 
shall hold his Office during the Term of four Years, 
and, together with the Vice President, chosen for the 
same ‘Term, be elected, us follows 

* Each State shall appoint, in such Manner as the 
Legislature thereof may direct, a Number of Electors, 
equal to the whole Number of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives to which the State may he entitled in the 
Congress: but no Senator or Representative, or Person 
holding an Office of Trust or Profit under the United 
States, shall be appointed an Elector. 

3 The Congress may determine the Time of chusing 
the Electors, and the Day on which they shall give 
their Votes; which Day shall he the same throughout 
the United States. 

4 No Person except a natural born Citizen, ora Citi- 
zen of the United States, at the time of the Adoption of 
this Constitution, shall be cligible to the Office of Presi- 
dent; neither shall any Person be eligible to that Office 
who shall not have attained to the Age of thirty five 
Years, and been fourteen Years a Resident within the 
United States. 

Stu Case of the Removal of the President from Of- 
fice, or of his Death, Resignation, or Inability to dis- 
charge the Powers and Duties of the said Office, the 
same shall devolve on the Vice President, and the Con- 
gress may by Law provide for the Case of Removal, 


Death, Resignation, or Inability, both of the President 
and Vice President, declaring what Officer shell then 
actas President, and such Otlicer shall act accordingly, 
until the Disability be removed, or a President: shall 
be elected. 

*The President shall, at stated Times, receive for 
his Services, a Compensation, which shall neither be 
encreased nor dimished during the Period for wuich he 
shall have been elected, and he shall not receive within 
that Period any other Emolument from the United 
Stutes, or any of them. 

7 Before he enter on the Execution of his Office, he 
shall take the following Oath or Affirmation: — "Lf do 
solemnly swear (or atlirm) that [ will faithfully execute 
the Olfice of the President of the United States, ang 
will to the best of my ability, preserve, protect and 
defend the Constitution of the United States.” 

Section, 2.0 |The President shall be Commander 
in Chief of the Army and Navy of the United States, 
and of the Militia of the several States, when called in- 
to the actual Service of the United States; he may re- 
quire the Opinion, in writing, of the principal Officer in 
each of the executive Departinents, upon any Subject 
relating to the Duties of their respective Oufices, and 
he shall have Power to grant Reprieves and Pardons 
for Offences against the United States, except in Cases 
of Impeachment. 

? He shall have Power, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Senate, to make Treaties, provided two 
thirds of the Senators present concur; and he shall 
nominate, and by and with the Advice and Consent of 
the Senate, shall appoint Ambassadors, other public 

Ministers and Consuls, Judges of the supreme Court, 


and all other Officers of the United States, whose Ap- 
pointments are not herein otherwise provided for, and 
which shall be established by Law: but the Congress 
may by Law vest the Appointment of such inferior Of- 
ficers, as they think proper, in the President alone, in 
the Courts of Law, or in the Heads of Departments. 

3 The President shall have Power to fill up all Vacan- 
cies that may happen during the Recess of the Senate, 
by granting Commissions which shall expire at the End 
of their next Session. 


Section. 3. Ie shall from time to time give to the 
Congress Information of the State of the Union, and 
recommend to their Consideration such Measures as 
he shall judge necessary and expedient; he may, on ex- 
traordinary Occasions, convene both Houses, or either 
of them, and in Case of Disagreement between them, 
with Respect to the Time of Adjournment, he may ad- 
journ them to such Time as he shall think proper; he 
shall receive Ambassadors and other public Minis- 
ters; he shall take Care that the Laws be faithfully ex- 
ecuted, and shall Commission all the Officers of the 
United States.

Section. 2.0! The judicial Power shali extend to all 
Cases, in Law and Equity, arising unler this Constitu- 
tion, the Laws of the United States, and Treaties 
made, or which shall be made, under their Authority; 
— to all Cases affecting Ambassadors, other public 
Ministers and Consuls; — to all Cases of admiralty 
and maritime Jurisdiction; — to Controversies to 
which the United States shall be a Party; — to Con- 
troversies between two or more States; — between a 
State and Citizens of another State — between Citi- 
zens of different States, — between Citizens of the 
same State claiming Lands under Grants of different 
States, and between a State, or the Citizens thereof, 
and foreign States, Citizens or Subjects; 

*In all Cases affecting Ambassadors, other public 
Ministers and Consuls, and those in which a State 
shall be Party, the supreme Court shall have original 
Jurisdiction. Inall the other Cases before mentioned, 
the supreme Court shall have appellate Jurisdiction, 
both as to Law and Pact, with such Mxceptions, and 
under such Regulations ag the Congress shall make. 

>The ‘Trial of all Crimes, except in Cases of Im- 
peachment, shall be by Jury; and such Trial shall be 
heldin the State where the said Critaes shali have veen 
committed; but when not committed within any State, 
the Trial shall be at such Place or Places as the 
Congress may by Law have directed. 

Section. 3. ' Treason against the United States, 


shall consist only in levying War ee. ‘uct them, or in 
adhering to their Enemies, giving thr Aic and Com- 
‘fort. No Person shall be convicted of Treason unless 
on the Testimony of two Witnesses to the same overt 
Act, or on Confession in open Court. 

* The Congress shall have Power to declare the Pun- 
ishment of Treason, but no Attainder of ‘Treason shall 
work Corruption of Blood, or Forfeiture except during 
the Life of the Person attainted. 





The Treaty of Paris 


The Treaty of Paris is one of the most important documents in 
America’s history. Signed on 3 September 1783, it is the peace treaty 
which brought to an end the Revolutionary War (1775-1783). In it, Bri- 
tain officially recognized the independence declared by the United States 
in 1776. Great Britain also recognized the claim of the United States to 
all the land south and north of Florida — all or part of what is today the 
states of Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michigan, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Mississippi, Alabama and Georgia. The treaty also at- 
tempted to define American fishing rights off Canada and to establish 
the border between Canada and Maine, but unfortunately left room for 
future arguments on these points. é 


Other treaties signed the same day ended Britain’s war with two of the 
countries which helped America gain her independence, France and 
Spain. (The Netherlands, which also aided America, signed her peace 
treaty with Britain the following year.) These treaties were also impor- 
tant. They recognized Spanish possession of Florida and Minorca and 
French rights to fish off Newfoundland, to trade in India and to fortify 
the port of Dunkirk. A number of islands in the Caribbean changed 
hands and the next year the British accepted the return of Ceylon (now 
Sri Lanka) to the Dutch. 


The negotiation of the treaties is one of the most exciting and con- 
troversial stories in 18th-century diplomatic history. America was 
represented in the negotiations by four of our founding fathers: Ben- 
jamin Franklin of Pennsylvania, John Adams of Massachusetts, John 
Jay of New York and Henry Laurens of South Carolina. By their skill 
they helped to re-establish peace and to secure recognition of America’s 
place among the community of nations. Franklin called these negotia- 
tions “the best of all works, the work of peace.” 
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ARTICLE IV. 


Section. 1. Full Faith and Credit shall be given in 
each State to the public Acts, Records, and judicial 
Proceedings of every other State. And the Congress 
may by general Laws prescribe the Manner in which 
such Acts, Records and Proceedings shall be proved, 
and the Effect thereof. 

Section. 2. 'The Citizens of each State shall be 
entilled to all Privileges and Immunities of Citizens in 
the several States. 

* A person charged in any State with Treason, Fel- 
ony, or other Crime, who shall flee from Justice, and 
be found in another State, shall on Demand of the 
Executive Authority of the State from which he fled, 
be delivered up to be removed to the State having 
jurisdiction of the Crime. 

3 No Person held to Service or Labour in one State, 
under the Laws thereof, escaping into another, shall, 
in Consequence of any Law or Regulation therein, be 
discharged from such Service or Labour, but shall 
be delivered up on Claim of the Party to whom such 
Service or Labour may be due. 


Section. 3. ' New States may be admitted by the 
Congress into this Union; but no new State shall be 
formed or erected within the Jurisdiction of any other 
State; nor any State he formed by the Junction of two 
or more States, or Parts of States, without the Consent 
of the Legislature of the States concerned as well as of 
the Congress. 

? The Congress shall have Power to dispose of and 
make all needful Rules and Regulations respecting the 
Territory or other Property belonging to the United 
States; and nothing in this Constitution shall be so 
construed as to Prejudice any Claims of the United 
States, or of any particular State. 

Section 4. The United States shall guarantee to 
every State in this Union a Republican Form of Gov- 
eroment, and shall protect cach of them against Inva- 
sion; and on Application of the Legislature, or of the 
Executive (when the Legislature cannot be convened) 
against domestic Violence. 


ARTICLE V. 


The Congress, whenever two thirds of both Houses 
shall deem it necessary, shall propose Amendments to 
this Constitution, or, on the Application of the Legis- 
latures of two thirds of the several States, shall call a 
Convention for proposing Amendments, which, in 
either Case, shall be valid to all Intents and Purposes, 
as Part of this Constitution, when ratified by the Leg- 
islatures of three fourths of the several States, or by 
Conventions in three fourths thereof, as the one or the 
other Mode of Ratification may be proposed by the 
Congress; Provided that no Amendment which may be 
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made prior to the Year One thousand cight hundred 
and cight shall in any Manner affect the first and 
fourth Clauses in the Ninth Section of the first Article; 
and that no State, without its Consent, shall be de- 
prived of its equal Suffrage in the Senate. 


ARTICLE, VI. 


* All Debts contracted and Engagements entered 
into, before the Adoption of this Constitution, shall be 
as valid against the United States under this Constitu- 
tion, as under the Confederation. 

* This Constitution, and the Laws of the United 
States which shall be made in Pursuance thereof; and 
all Treaties made, or which shall be made, under the 
Authority of the United States, shall be the supreme 
Law of the Land; and the Judges in every State shall 
be hound thereby, any Thing in the Constitution or 
Laws of any States to the Contrary notwithstanding. 

*The Senators and Representatives before men- 
tioned, and the Members of the several State Legisla- 
tures, and all executive and judicial Officers, both of 
the United States and of the several States, shall be 
bound by Oath or Affirmation, to support this Con- 
stitution; but no religious Test shall ever be required 
as a Qualification to any Office or public Trust under 
the United States, 


ARTICLE VII. 


The Ratification of the Conventions of nine States, 
shall he sufficient for the Establishment of this Con- 
stitution between the States so ratifying the Same.

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CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION FAILS TO OPEN 


PHILADELPHIA, May 14, 1787. 


Te convention of delegates from the ~ 


13 states, due to assemble here to- 
day to consider ways and means for 
strengthening the faulty Articles of Con- 
federation, failed to open for want of a 
quorum. — ar 

Gen. George Washington, Command- 
er-in-Chief of the colonial military 


forces in the late Revolutionary War, 


led the handful of delegates, who have 
come in during the last few days, to the 
State House, where it was formally not- 
ed that a majority of the states were 
not represented. It was agreed that the 
delegates would adjourn from day to 
day until a quorum was obtained. 

Gen. Washington, who was elected by 
the Virginia Legislature as one of the 10 
delegates to represent his State, said 
that only the delegates of Virginia and 
Pennsylvania are present in sufficient 
numbers to constitute state representa- 
tion. Several delegates from North Car- 
olina and Delaware are also present. 
While there is no assurance that every 
state intends to be represented, the feei- 
ing is general among the delegates now 
here that the bad weather has delayed 
many who have been assigned to the 
convention. : 


The arrival yesterday of the widely 
respected hero of the late war was the 
occasion of much celebration, nocwith- 
Standing that it was the Sabbath. A 
troop of horsemen, the City Light 
Dragoons, rode out the pike to the south 
to Chester, from which point it escorted 
Gen. Washington (to the city. Beils were 
rung, and an artillery salute was fired 
as the procession moved along crowded 
streets. 


The honored guest went first to Mrs. 
House's, one of the genteel boarding 
houses, but upon the renewal of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Morris of their invitation to 
have Gen. Washington as their guest, he 
removed his bags to their three-story 
brick residence, generally said to be the 
finest in the city. His first call was upon 
Dr. Benjamin Franklin, Philadelphia’s 
venerable first citizen. Wherever the 
General went, crowds gathered to 
salute him. 


The trip from Mount Vernon required 


_ virtually four days, Gen. Washington 


leaving his estate on the Potomac, 
shortly after sunup on May 9. Many 
other delegates have a much greater 
distance to come and will be on the road 
from two to three weeks, depending on 
the weather in the sections which they 
must cross. James Madison, also a 
member of the Virginia delegation, 
reporting the failure to open the conven- 
tion on time to Thomas Jefferson, now 
in France, said that there ts “‘less punc- 
tuality on the outset than was to be 
wished.” 


The 30-year-old father of the conven- 
ton idea, Alexander Hamilton of New 
York, is among those present. He 
proposed such a meeting in 1780 when 
he was only 23 years of age. Little at- 
tention was paid to the suggestion at 
first, but problems of trade finally im- 
peiled the calling of a convention at An- 
napolis last September. The Annapolis 
convention in tur called the assembly 
which was scheduled to open today, the 
hope being that a more representative 
attendance could be obtained. 


LATE ARRIVALS ESTABLISH A QUORUM. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 25, 1787. 
ITH the belated arrival of the 
South Carolina delegation and two 
additional New Jersey delegates, a 
quorum of states was finally achieved 
today at the Constitutional Convention. 
The assembly promptly organized, 
unanimously electing Gen. Washington 
as its presiding officer. 

The seven states now represented are 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, New York, 
North Carolina, Delaware, New Jersey 
and South Carolina. Those states which 
either do not have representatives pres- 


ent or do not have a sufficient number 
to constitute a majority of their 
delegates are Massachusetts, Connect- 
icut, New Hampshire, Maryland, Geor- 
gia and Rhode Island. 

_ Gen. Washington’s election to the con- 
vention’s presidency was proposed by 
Robert Morris, Pennsyivania delegate 
and his host in Philadelphia. The 
nomination was to have been by Dr. 


_ Benjamin Franklin, but the bad weath- 


er kept the 81-year-old diplomat, publi- 
cist and inventor at home. As might 


have been thought of as a competitor 
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for the chair, the nomination of Gen. 
Washington by another member of the 
Pennsylvania delegation came ‘‘with 
particular grace,'’ as Delegate James 
Madison phrased it. 


After his election, the General was es- 
corted to the rostrum by Mr. Morris 
and John Rutledge, South Carvlina 
delegate, who seconded the motion to 
make the choice unanimous. On being 
seated, Gen. Washington thanked the 
convention for entrusting the presidency 
to him and asked the delegates to be 
chantable toward the unintentional mis- 
takes which he probably would make in 
presiding over the important business to 
which they had been assigned. The 
modest tone recalled his acceptance of 
the post of Commander-in-Chief of the 
Continental Army 12 years ago. On that 
occasion he said he did not regard him- 
self as equal to the responsibility placed 
upon him. 


The first action after Gen. Washing- 


ton’s response was to elect Maj. Wik 
liam Jackson, who is not a member of 
any state delegation, as secretary. 
Nominated by Alexander Hamilton, 30- 
year-old delegate from New York, Maj. 
Jackson defeated William Temple 
Franklin, proposed by James Wilson of 
Pennsylvania. Gen. Washington then 
appointed Mr. Hamilton, George Wythe 
of Virginia and Charles Pinckney of 
South Carolina to draw up rules for con- 
ducting the convention’s business. The 
only other business of the short session 
was the appointment of doorkeepers. 
Although much of the movement to- 
ward separation from England centered 
in the New England area, it is a notable 
fact that Rufus King of Massachusetts 
is the only delegate present from that 
part of the country. He has informed 
Jeremiah Wadsworth of Connecticut 
that the situation is particularly embar- 
assing and has urged that other 
delegates be hurried to Philadelphia. 


RADICAL PLAN FOR NEW GOVERNMENT PROPOSED. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 29, 1787. 
Jf REVOLUTICHARY plan for a new 
system of government for the 13 
states was submitted to the Constitu- 
tional Convention today by Gov. Ed- 
mund Randolph of Virgima with the 
plea that ‘the present opportunity of es- 
tablishing peace, harmony, happiness 
and liberty not be suffered to pass away 
unimproved.”’ 

Embodied in 15 resolutions, the plan, 
which proposes the establishment of a 
central government with three branch- 
es, executive, legislative and judicial is 
so far beyond the mere strengthening of 
the Articles of Confederation for which 
the convention was called that it took 
many delegates by surprise. 

In contrast to the present weak Con- 
tinental Congress, there would be, if 
Gov. Randolph’s plan should be adopted 
and in tur accepted by the states, a 
strong National Legislature with two 
branches, empowered to pass laws to 
meet all situations in which the several 
states are “‘incompetent’® or in which 
the harmony of the Nation as a whole 
might otherwise be “interrupted.” 

The Randoiph plai proposes that this 
National Legislature shall have the 
power to invalidate any and all state 
laws which it finds to be in conflict with 


the adopted Constitution. The first 
branch of the Legislature would be 
elected by the people and the {first 
branch in turn would elect the second. 
Representation in the legisiative branch 
would not be equally by states, but on a 
basis of the number of free inhabitants 
or personal property. The executive 
would be chosen by the legislative 
branch. 


As many delegates were quick to see, 
the plan which the Virginia Governor 
has set before the convention would, in 
all probability, reduce the importance 
of the individual states. The framer of 
the plan himself said that what was 
needed was ‘a more energetic govern- 
ment.”” 


After Gov. Randolph’s plan was pre 
sented to the convention, Charles Pinck- 
ney, 29-year-old South Carolina 
delegate, submitted a second plan, 
which he said was ‘grounded on the 
same principles’’ as that of the Virgin- 
ian. 


Unwilling to take up these radical 
Proposals so soon after receiving them, 
the delegates voted to resolve the con- 
vention into a Committee of the Whole 
tomorrow for the purpose of taking 
“into consideration the state of the 
Amencan Union."" The Randolph and 


ELECTION OF EXECUTIVE BY LEGISLATURE APPROVED. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 2, 1787. 
HE Constitutional Convention, now 
functioning as a Committee of the 
Whole, today adopted Gov. Edmund 
Randolph’s resolution providing for the 
election of the Chief Executive of the 
proposed National Government by the 
Nadonal Legislature. With 10 states now 
represented on the floor, only Pennsyi- 
vania and Maryland voted against this 
method of choosing the executive. 

The debate over the resolution, nev- 
ertheless, brought out strong sentiment 
for election of the executive by the peo- 
ple, notwithstanding the fact that in 
only three states are the Governors now 
popularly chosen. James Wilson, Penn- 
sytvania delegate, who declared his 
bellef in popular election, proposed that 
the people choose electors and that 
these electors in turn be entrusted with 
the election of the executive. 


How long the executive should serve 
was also debated but there was such a 
variety of ideas among the delegates 
that no headway was made toward set- 
Uement of the question. Nathaniel Gor- 
ham of Massachusetts, lately president 
of the Congress of the Confederation, 
presided over the debates. He was elect- 
ed chairman of the Committee of the 
Whole when the convention assumed 
that status three days ago. 


It is now apparent that the convention 
will, in all probability, do much more 
than revise and strengthen the Articles 
of Confederation. The day the delegates 
began to operate as the Committee of 
the Whole they approved, with only 
Connecticut opposed and New York 
divided evenly, Gov. Randolph’s basic 
Proposition that ‘‘a National Govern- 
ment ought to be established consisting 


of a supreme legislative, executive and 
judiciary."” 

The implications of this are evident to 
individual delegates who are opposed to 
any steps which may lead to the impair- 
ment of the independence of the states, 
so recently freed from England by a 
long and costly war. Pierce Butler, 
South Carolina delegate, immediately 
asked Gov. Randolph to ‘‘show that the 
existence of the states cannot be pre 
served by any other mode than a Na- 
Uonal Government.” Delegates George 
Read of Deiaware and Elbndge Gerry 
of Massachusetts also expressed doubt 
as to the necessity or desirability of 
Proceeding on a basis which would open 
the way for the adoption of an entirely 
new form of government. ; 


Other resolutions proposed by Gov. 
Randolph, calling for a ‘National Legis- 
lature’ with two branches and the elec- 
ton by “the people of the several 
states” of the members of the “first 
branch,” have also been approved. A 
two-chamber Legislature would be in 
accordance with the practice in ll 
states, only Pennsylvania and Georgia 
having one-chamber bodies. 

On the vote, only the Pennsylvania 
delegation opposed the two-chamber 
plan. It is generally believed that this 
was in reality a friendly concession to 
the one-chamber preference of Dr. Ben- 
jamin Franklin, member of that delega- 
tion and, at the age of 81, by many 
years the oldest delegate in attendance. 


The arrival of delegates from Georgia 
and Maryland has brought to 11 the 
number of states with representation. 
The New Hampshire Legislature voted 
to participate and has chosen dele

Where the word “don’t” is used on early 
American flags, during the Revolution and the 
War of 1812, it appears without the apostrophe, 
as in ‘Dont Tread On Me” on the rattlesnake 
flags and ‘‘Dont Give Up the Ship” on Captain 
Oliver Hazard Perry’s flag. 


1818 April 14, third, and final, flag resolution is 
passed by Congress and signed into law by 
President James Monroe, largely as a result of 
the efforts of Representative Peter H. Wendover 
of New York. Hereafter only the number of 
stars in the union will be changed with the 
admission of a new state; the number of stripes 
will remain fixed at thirteen.

(A second version of this 
flag made its debut June 14, 1949; a third on 
March 2, 1960, when two new stars were 
added.)

1958 September 2, an American flag will be 
provided by the Veteran’s Administration to 
drape the casket of any honorably discharged 
veteran.

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clothing, and supplies became more and more evident. The need 
for a single governing entity was obvious to certain Americans. 

Alexander Hamilton of New York was one of those to call for 
a new Constitution in 1780. Hamilton was only 23 years old when 
he first proposed a convention to rewrite the Articles, but his 
words fell on deaf ears. Hamilton was one of Washington's aids 
during the War. He had seen Washington and the troops suffer, 
needing clothing, supplies, and weapons. The winter at Valley 
Forge burned in his memory. The states were supposed to respond 
to the call under the Articles of Confederation. However, there 
wasn't any way to require them to respond. It's a wonder we won 
the War! 

It wasn't until six years later, when problems of 
interstate trade became unbearable for some of the states, that a 
meeting was held to discuss that issue. The meeting in 
Annapolis, Maryland, in September 1786, just 200 years ago this 
month, saw 12 delegates from five states (Delaware, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, New York, New Jersey) gather to talk trade. Notice 
Maryland did not send any delegates. 

The Articles had no means of preventing one state from 
taxing the goods shipped in by another state. Because of the 
success of working out the grébiens, the delegates became 
convinced that some serious alterations in the Articles were 
needed. 

What evolved was a resolution calling on all 13 states to 


send delegates to Philadelphia in May 1787, to facilitate a 


‘was not yet present. 
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It took some of the delegates three and four weeks to make 
the trip. As a result, when it came time to convene the 
Convention on May 14, 1787, it was formally noted that a quorum 
The delay turned out to be an advantage. 
Those present had morning sessions of discussion. James 'NMadison 
took notes and from those notes wrote The Virginia Pldn. 

It wasn't until 11 days later, when the South Carolina 
delegation and two New Jersey delegates arrived that a quorum was 
achieved, and the Convention could begin. 

Only seven states of the 13 were represented. Three New 
England states Massachusetts, New Hampshire, and Connecticut-- 
were represented by just one man, Rufus King of Massachusetts. 
Seventy-four delegates were named, fifty-five attended. 

In terms of experience and professional training, the 
delegates represented a cross-section of the most capable men in 
the country----the cream of the crop! Two were college 
presidents, three were or had been college professors, four had 
studied law in England, 31 were members of the legal profession, 
several of them being judges, nine had been born in foreign 
countries and knew the oppressions of Europe from experience; 28 
had served in Congress, and most of the others had served in 
State legislatures; 19 had served in the Army, 17 as errs 
and 4 on Washington's staff. The average age was 43 years old. 

Two men of eloquence were missing, but the Convention felt 
their influence. 


John Adams was in London, Thomas Jefferson in

Imagine you are in Colonial America and picture with me the 
Boston Tea Party, Paul Revere's Ride, Lexington -- the shot heard 
‘round the world. The Colonies were closely united when the 
Declaration of Independence was signed. They wanted to be free 
of England and every person was willing to make the supreme 
sacrifice -- and many did. 

The States now had to form a government and fight a war. 
The Articles of Confederation were written in 1777. Each state 
was protective of its sovereignty. So the Articles of Confedera- 
tion were written more like a trade agreement among friendly 
nations than within a single country. The wording of the Art- 
icles, "The said states hereby severally enter into a firm league 
of friendship with each other ....." speaks volumes as to the 
extent the states wanted to maintain their separate 
sovereignties. 

As early as 1780, three years after the Articles were 
written and still a year before the war was won, there were calls 
for a stronger central government. 


As the war continued, 


problems of depending upon individual states to provide troops, 
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smoother flow of interstate trade. 
The writing of the Constitution has been called the "miracle 
For the last thing many Americans 


at Philadelphia". It was!. 


wanted in 1787 was a strong central government. They had just 
fought a bloody revolution to throw off a despotic government 
that ruled from London and they weren't eager to establish a new 
one ruling from New York, Philadelphia, or Virginia. No less an 
American than Patrick Henry of Virginia refused to attend the 
Convention, saying "I smelt a rat." 

Rhode Island refused to send any delegates at all. Rogue 
Island, as the state was called, declared herself independent 
before the Declaration of Independence. She also would not 
ratify the Constitution until the other states started treating 
her like a foreign country. Independent was her middle name. 

George Washington, hero of the American Revolution, was 
selected as one of Virginia's 10 delegates. Because of personal 
circumstances, he was almost prevented from attending. His 
brother had recently died, his mother and sister were seriously 
{11 and Poor old George, was in such pain from rheumatism, he 
couldn't sleep at night. He strapped one arm to his body, so that 
the stage coach ride wouldn't hurt so much. In this day of 
automobiles and jet travel, it hard to believe , but it took 
Washington four days to travel to Philadelphia from Mount Vernon. 

Benjamin Franklin, at 81, had difficulty attending even 
though Philadelphia was his home. Four trustees from the local 


prison carried him in a sedan chair to the Convention each day. 


at 
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2) Each state was to be allowed one vote. 3) Polls were taken 
of individual delegations, but only one vote per state and the 
polls were not to be recorded. This was done so if a delegate 
‘changed his mind, he would not be embarrassed. 4) Each delegate 
could speak only twice on each issue. 5) Reading of newspapers, 
books or documents was not allowed when someone was speaking. 
6) All remarks were addressed to the President of the 
Convention. This was done so that personalities would not enter 
into issues. 

Writing a document did not cone easy. Remember each state 
was jealous of their independence. Why----each state was 
printing its own currency, which caused terrible problems with 
interstate commerce. After four days of getting no where, 
Governor Edmund Randolph of Virginia presented the "Virginia 
Plan". Rather than amending the Articles of Confederation, the 
proposal describes a completely new organization of government, 
with a national executive, a national judiciary and a national 
legislature of two branches: the first branch (the 
representatives) to be elected by the people, the second branch 
(the Senators) to be elected by the first branch . 

The idea was staggering in its scope, especially when one 
considers the mood of the nation at the time. Such a government 
was not possible under the Articles of Contadarsticn: States 
with small populations were convinced they would be swallowed up 
by the likes of Virginia or Pennsylvania, the most populous 


states at the time, since populations would be used to determine 
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How many Presidents? James Wilson of PA wanted a single 


strong President operating within a strict framework of limited 


power. Governor Randolph of VA wanted 3 Presidents, each 


representing a section of the country. How should the President 
be elected?. The Virginia Plan recommended that he be eiectad by 
the House and the Senate. It was decided to have each State 
select special electors -- our Electoral College. There was 
more discussion on this one issue than any of the others--over 60 
ballots were taken. How long should the President serve? 
Hamilton wanted a life term. As you know, it was settled with a 
four year term. Should a President serve more than one term? 

Who should be a referee to see that the Constitution is enforced 
according to the original intent. As you know, the Supreme Court 


\ 


is that body. The abuses of judicial power in recent year has ee) 
clearly demonstrated the need for judicial reform. 
Tempers raged and tempers flared over these issues 
during that long hot summer in Philadelphia. Old people said it 
was the worst summer since 1750. One French visitor wrote home 
that at each inhaling of air, one worries about the next one. 
The slightest movement is painful. 
Commerce was the biggest problem, but there were others. 
The war debt still hung heavy; states found their credit failing 
and small hope for improvement. Prosperity remained a local 
matter, boundaries of state borders were in dispute. New Jersey 


had her own customs service, nine states had their own navies. 


Virginia had even ratified the peace treaty with England 
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attempting to persuade the countries -- France, Holland and 
others -- that we could be trusted to meet obligations and pay 
debts. 

Picture Philadelphia, Independence Hall, the end of May, 
hot, manne: uncomfortable. Most of the men had to pay tHeir own 
travel expenses, plus per diam. The States didn't provide money 
for them. But they were full of expectation and dedication. 
They knew that the world was watching them. Would the former 
colonies of England succeed as a nation? 

The delegates were fairly well settled on a chairman or 
president of the Convention. Since Pennsylvania and Virginia had 
the largest delegations, it was assumed both would seek to have 
one of their members selected as president. But the Pennsylvania 
delegation was ready to accept the nomination of George 
Washington. In fact, the dean of the Gantt tans old Benjamin 
Franklin was to nominate Washington. However, foul weather kept 
Franklin from attending that session, so Robert Morris of 
Philadelphia did the honors. 

Robert Morris was a close friend of Washington's. 

Washington was his house-guest during the four month convention. 
Morris was a wealthy merchant and raised money and borrowed money 
for Washington's Army during the Revolutionary War. In the years 
ahead, he would make some bad investments and he went to prison 
for not paying his debts. He died a poor man. 

A number of interesting rules were adopted by the 


Convention. 1) All proceedings were to be in secret. No Press.

representation in the legislature. 
The delegates knew that whatever they proposed would have 


to be carefully analyzed and debated. They would have to justify 


‘abandoning the Articles of Confederation to the Congress. 


To gain some appreciation of the debating, which was done, 
consider some of their thorny issues. Should the central 
government be a federation of the States or a national government 
of all the people. It ended with a combination of both. Which 
powers should be entrusted to the central government? Twenty 
powers were delegated reserving all others to the States. Should 
the national legislature be one large House of Representatives or 
should there also be a Senate? The role of the Senate, it was 
decided, was to represent the States as sovereign institutions 
and protect their States rights. Then, the Senators were not to 
be elected by the people, but appointed by the state NS 
legislatures. This element on balance was lost when the 17th 
Amendment was passed requiring Senators to be elected rather than 
have them appointed as representatives of the individual states. 

Should the House of Representatives be based on total 
population, including slaves? The South said yes. It was later 
determined that direct taxes should be allocated to the States on 
the basis of population. Should the count include slaves? 

Here the south said no! Finally, the South agreed to have slaves 
counted as 3/5 in each case. This was a compromise between 
representation and taxation. All references to slavery and its 


effects were abolished by the 14th Amendment.

separately. The States were marvelously ingenious at devising 
mutual retaliation. Agreement and compromise seemed impossible. 

Some delegates left in disgust. Two of New York's 
‘delegates went home, leaving Alexander Hamilton as the state's 
only wereguea: In fact, he left later, but returned before the 
convention adjourned. ” 

It was during this quarreling and heated debating on June 
28th, that Benjamin Franklin made his famous plea for prayer. 
During his motion, he said, "I have lived, Sir, a long time, and 
the longer I live, the more convincing proofs I see of this truth 
-- that God governs in the affairs of men." Later in the 
statement, he said , "If a sparrow cannot fall to the ground 
unseen by Him, is it probable an empire could arise without His 
aid?" 

I hope you can understand why we call our Constitution's 
signing "the miracle at Philadelphia™. I believe it was divinely 
inspired. On Monday, September 17, 1787, 38 of the 55 original 
delegates solemnly met in the east room of Independence Hall for 
the signing. Because a few delegates still had some significant 
reservations, Franklin asked that the Constitution be signed by 
the majority of each delegation so they could say it was by 
"unanimous consent” of the States represented. This was done. 
Three delegates did not sign and one was the man who presented 
the "Virginia Plan", Governor Edmund Randolph. Their objection, 
the Constitution did not include a Bill of Rights. 


As the delegates were signing, James Madison carefully

watched each of them. When Franklin signed, Madison wrote: "The 
old man wept." As the last of the delegates were signing, 
Franklin referred to a picture of the sun on the back of George 
Washington's chair. He said: "I have often in the course of the 
session....looked at that sun behind the President without being 
able to tell whether it was rising or setting. But now at 
length, I have the happiness to know that it is a rising and not 


setting sun."

The Blue Bell is a building, now badly deteriorated, built of 

stone and stout timber that stands on a crossroad of history. 
Built in 1766 to serve as a tavern and place of light refreshment 
for travelers, it still stands, with stories and tales to tell of 
who we are as a nation and how we have come to be. The Blue Bell's 
location, on the banks of Cobbs Creek, is also the site of the 

irst water powered grist mill in Pennsylvania, established by 
Swedish Governor Printz in 1646. Taken together, the site repre- 
sents one of the longest continuously occupied commercial and 
residential centers in America.
